Smiling Medicine by Win'. 


A singular alleged discovery regarding 


electiicity, described by J, R. Buchanan in 
he "Arena," is that it carries with it the 
)otentiality of everything through which it 
>asses, and consequently that any number 


patients can be medicated in succession 


or simultaneously be given of medicine 
without a particle being lost, as it is solidly 
nclosed. 
"My usual method of demonstrat- 


iig this," lie writes, "is to place a sufficient 
quantity of medicine in a medical electrode 
.ightly closed, and send an eletric current 
lirough it, which, entering by one wire and 
.caving by another, passes through a group 
of students, who have joined hands, to the 
negative pole. In a few minutes they re- 
cognize the characteristic medical influence, 
some veiy promply, some more slowly (not 
cnowing what it is). I think it probable 
.hat, with a continuous wire and a sufficient 
electro-motive force, a medical dose might 
be sent from San Francisco to New York. 
Certainly it would be practicable in a 
icspital to send a dose by wire from the 
.nborntory to a patient in any part of the 
building, and even, in a properly Arranged 
>ed, to liavo the patient under the influence 
of any current prescribed without even 
snowing it.

Mr. GUlcelon's Reply to Rev. Morrow. 


EniTon GAZETTE :—The completion and 


dedication of St. Paul's Mission 
sceins to.bjive Hticred up.aonie'commotion in 
certain quarters and to be the cause of quiti 
a comical performance as exhibited throng! 
the columns of a contemporary newspaper 
last Saturday. Once more that rare bit o: 
ancient history, Ihe letter to Rev. W. L 
Kolb, is put upon exhibition. 
The lapse of 


time has made this venerable relic a little 
dusty, otherwise its appearance is much the 
same. 
No doubt it gains in value as a relic 


«s the years roll by. The real humor of tiie 
situation is, however, contained in the lettoi 
trom Rev. W. B. Morrow to Rev. H. F. Auld 
revoking the faculty heretofore granted, and 
the reason given therefor. 
It is proper 


that the history of this faculty should be 
stated. 


The canons of the F.piscopal Church are 


held to forbid a cleigyman to officiate within 
the parochial cure of another unless by the 
permission of the minister of the parish. 
Many of the members of St. Paul's Mission 
having been connected for years with the 


Church have quite a jmtui'alleaii- 


iug towards the offices of that church for 
baptism, burial, &c., and on several occasions 
my friend Rev. Mr. Auld was asked to 
officiate. 
Mr. Morrow's consent was asked 


and given. 
Finally Mr. Morrow said to me 


one day that whatever the reason might be, 
nnd however much he must officially con- 
lemn the action of our people in withdraw- 
.ng from St, James, he could not but re- 
cognize the fact that there were in the town 
i number of church people to whom his 
offices ns rector of St. James Church would 
be offensive and by whom they would not be 
accepted ; that it was contrary to his dis- 
losition to place any brother clergyman in 
he position of having to come to him for 
Consent on every occasion for which his 
:ervices might be asked, and that as a 
ihristian priest he could not have it upon 
lis conscience that any failure of his consent 
ly absence from the parish, or otherwise, 
hould prevent or delay the offices of the 
hurch to any who might wish them, nnd 


ilr. Auld the authority to act at any time 
ie might be asked. 
While this was a 


leisonal matter between Mr. Moirow and 
Ir. Auld that had no officinl connection 
vith St. Paul's Mission, it related to us, and 
vas accepted by us ia the spirit in which it 
vas given and was never abused. 
No effort 


o gather together candidates for baptism 
.as been made, Mr. Auld has never been 
sited to meet the assembled Mission, his 
ervices have been rendered exclusively to 
ndividuals upon their request 
This fnculty 


s now revoked. So far as Mr. Auld is con- 
erned the matter is of no consequence or 
icnning whatever 
He has his own duties 


his 
own congregation. 
He simply 


cceptod Mr, Morrow's permission to act as 
onld any other clergyman who might be 
sked to perform the offices of his ministry. 
o far as St. Paul's Mission is concerned 
ere may be two views of the question, 


'eclinically it might be said to be none of 


ven if it had been it was done voluntarily/ 
ichout solicitation and could of course be 
ithdrnwn at any time. 
Practically liow- 


ver, it is intended as a stab at St Paul's 
lission. Mr. Morrow connects us with it 
imself, for the reason assigned for the 
withdrawal is because as the official head of 
it. Paul's Mission in the address at the 
pening of our building I made some state- 
nents "that arc at variance with the facts 


understood by the rector of St. James." 


n view of Mr. Morrow's statement when 
ie faculty was granted, which I have al- 
eady given, it is quite olea.r that he expects 
is action to prevent us from obtaining the 
fflces of tlie church and hence it is per- 
ectly clear that "as a Christian priest1' his 
onscience is not so tender as it once was. 
suppose it has been hardened and tough- 
ned by contact with aa unholy Bristolinns, 
nd while he could not at one time bear the 
urden of hindering the offices of the church 
o any who wanted tnem, he can now with 
crfect composure issue this edict of cx- 
ommunication and cut us off from baptism, 
marriage and burial. Verily the Pope of 


Bristol is harsher than any Pope of Rome, 
doubt if any real genuine Pope has ever 
xcommunicated any one simply on account 
f a failure to agree as to an understanding 
f facts. 
Still this excommunication is 


evoid of some of the ancient terrors. 
The 


Lorekeepers are not forbidden to furnish us 
ood and raiment. 
We are still permitted 


o drag on a miserable existence, though cut 
ff from hope of future blessedness. We 
re indeed in terrible straits. We dare not 
.ie because we cannot be buried. The 
averns of the infernal regions yawn before 
.s. We can only assure our friends that 
re will try and worry along somehow and 
ontinue to pay our debts as heretofore. 
In 


iie past our good brethren of the Methodist 
nd Presbyterian churches have been very 
ind to us, never refusing their offices when 
sked. I fear we cannot ask them now, the 
new Methodist church might be blasted 
efore completion and the Presbyterian 
und cease to grow if either pastor should 
e guilty of the sacrilege of caring for our 
inful souls now I It is dreadful to con- 
emplatc! I suppose we must stand the 
(low all alone for we could not endure to 
lave our friends who have been kind to us 
nvolved in destruction. 
We are none of us 


'Christian priests" but really our con- 
oiences could not stand that. 


I regret to say that this action of Mr, 


Morrow's places the Episcopal church in a 
upremely ridiculous' light to most persons 
f sound judgment. 
It. is only fair to that 


hurch of which I was an active member 
mtil.driven out with the rest of the Mission 
ieoplc, to say that the canon js capable of 
wo meanings. 
The words'are "no minister 


lelonging to this church shall officiate either 
iy pr.enghjn.gi reading prayers, or otherwise 
u the parish or within the parochial auue, 


if another clergyman, unless he have re- 
ceived express permission," &c, It has 
>e»n urged with much force that this is 
ntended only to prohibit officiating for con- 
jugations, and does not include the offices 
if baptism, marriage, burial, &o, It has 
>een urged with equal force that the term 
'otherwise" covers these offices. 
Be this 


as it may, it is quite certain that with regard 
to the offices mentioned, the canon ia much 
more honored in the breach than in the 
observance. It is very venerable and is 
commonly regarded as thorny to handle.

On due payment they 
would receive a license under seal, "wliioh 
will l>n recognized altoverthoearth," Any 
culthator wiio presumed lo cut his grain 
without such license would bo seized forth- 
with ' by tho vessels of thoNing-i-Tong of 
Great Britain," and carried to tho said 
hall, there to be punished for contempt 
and to loso tho wholo of his property with- 
out a moment's delay, their papers vised 
nnd indorsed.
